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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is responsive to the application filed 02/09/2001 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The present invention is directed to a coupling structure of a speaker. None of the prior 
art teaches that at least coupling protrusions are inserted into a cylindrical coupling body of a 
coupling member and is rotated by a selected angle and is latched on horizontal and vertical 
coupling grooves of the cylindrical coupling body such that the coupling member is integrally 
coupled to the signal converting apparatus, or a frame includes at least two coupling protrusions 
vertically formed at the outer circumference of the frame such that the coupling protrusions are 
directed toward an upper portion or a lower portion of the signal converting apparatus, the 
coupling protrusion having a latching jaw formed at one end of the coupling protrusion; and the 
coupling protrusion is inserted into the coupling hole and is rotated by a selected angle to latch 
the latching jaw on the coupling member such that the coupling member is integrally coupled to 
the signal converting apparatus as claimed.
